through McClain's wrist, and a secona 
thrust buried the fork in his abdomen. 


Charles Chester was the only wit- 


ness to the fight. With his father m 
jaihand his chum dying, ho must de- 
cide for sire or friend-in his sworn 
testimony on the tragic affair.

Favorable 


Weather Conditions. 


United States Department of Ag- 


riculture climate and crop bulletin 
issued for the wee.k ending Monday, 
July 24, by the Wieather Bureau.— 
The weather during the past week 
has been extremely 
favorable for 


farm work of all kinds in all sec- 
tions of the state. 
The continued 


dry weather has been exceptionally 
fine for the cutting, curing and hous- 
ing of the hay crop, and with the 
high temperature 
the entire week, 


has produced a very beneficial con- 
dition for the advancement 
of all 


growing grains, grasses and vegeta- 
tion in- general. 
N 


Light local showers fell in most 


all sections, which were very bene- 
ficial on uplands. 


The eastern portions of the middle 


and northern sections were visited 
by a teriffic wind storm on'the 17ch 
and ISth, laying flat entire fields, of 
grain and doing much 
damage to 


corn, grasses, and als-o 
buildings. 


The rain in some counties was: ex- 
traordinarily heavy. 


"Winter wheat and rye have made 


excellent progress during the week, 
under the influence of the favorable 
weather conditions, 
and 
in some 


fields in favored sections harvesting 
is • now practically completed. 
The 


straw is strong and of -good color, 
and the lodging has proved to be of 
minor consequence in most 'sections. 
The "good growing 
weather 
has 


brought 
these crops forward very 


rapidly and the outlook is very satis- 
factory- 
Spring graius have continued to 


make unusually rapid 
and 
heavy 


growth, and while the lodging has 
proven troublesome in a few local- 
ities, the stand is strong and heavy, 
and the quality of the grain excellent.

In the eastern portion of the state 
where the. crop has been somewhat' 
backward, considerable improvement1 
is noted, and on the whole the out-1 
look throughout the greater portion 
of the stale is very satisfactory. 


Potatoes continue to make excel- 


lent progress throughout the greater 
portion of the state, and the favor- 
able weather has caused 'much im- 
provement in the general appearance 
of the crop, even where the outlook 
has been very unsatisfactory • until 
the present week.

West by means of what- is known 
as dry farming, under* the Campbell 
soil culture 
,and 
other improved 


methods, but this style of agricul- 
ture has no relation whatever to the 
problem of irrigation. 


Wherever a supply of water can 


be developed for the irrigation of 
arid or semi-arid land, its produc- 
tion w<*ld be enormously increased 
over wmit .it would yield under any 
system of dry land farming. Under 
the latter system highly diversified 
productions is 
impracticable. 
£lta- 


ple products, such as wheat, may be 
raised; but the difference between 
the •. product of an acre under .dry 
land farming and und'er irrigation, 
where dry land farming 
would be 


thought possiblcx without- 
irrigation, 


would be five to one in favor of ir- 
rigation, and probably even more. 


The lands on which crops can be 


raised by methods of dry land farm- 
ing are, as a .rule, the high bench 
lands which cannot be economically 
irrigated, and there- are many mil- 
lions of acres of such1 lands in the 
west, which form no part 
of the 


lands which it has been 
supposed 


would ever be 'reclaimed by irriga- 
tion. 


It must not be inferred, 
cither, 


that all deserh lands can be made to 
produce by any system of dry land 
farming. 
Such is not the fact, and 


<.ho Omaha correspondent, 
of the 


Globe-Democrat 
is 
talking 
wildly 


when he says that irrigation pro- 
jects will be useless' because 
dry 


land farming will take the place of 
water. 
The statement is simply -ri- 


diculous, an9 -grows out 
of 
the 


densest ignorance of 
the 
subject. 


The area of arid lands capable of 
reclamation has been variously esti- 
mated at from seventy-four to one 
hundred million acres. 
Of the re- 


maining western lands I should sup- 
pose it would be a conservative esti- 
mate that more, than one hundred 
million acres of them are capable of 
crop production by dry land farming, 
on the high bench lands where irri- 
gation will always be impracticable 
because of lack of water supply. - 


Reclamation by irrigation is one 


thing. 
Utilization of lands now un- 


produptive by more scientific meth- 
ods of cultivation is an entirely dif- 
ferent and distinct problem, and one 
at which the Department of Agri- 
culture -is steadily at work to find 
plants which will grow with a small 
amount of moisture and to develop 
methods of cultivation like the Camp- 
bell soil culture, which will conserve 


to the fullest ..possible extent 
for 


crop production' a small..annual, rain- 
full. 
One such plan of cultivation 


i-s to conserve in the soil the rain- 
fall of two years for the production 
of one crop in one, year— a. splendid 
plan, to make productive a vast area 
of semi-desert—but a somewhat dif- 
ferent proposition from raising five 
crops in one year by irrigation, as 
can easily be done on the irrigable 
desert lands 'of the southwest.

must .be brought in large numbers to 
have a positive personal interest in 
that civilization.

towns. 
Happily, that prejudice has 


pretty well vanished, and there arc 
few places where a sober, industrious 
negro cannot buy land and start as 
a farmer. "The Savannah News" re 
ports that in Georgia "any thrifty 
negro can own, clear of debt, in. ter 
years, a farm of fifty or one hundre< 
acres, and have it well stocked and 
provided with all necessary farm im- 
plements."

The problem now seems to be to 


get the negro to take the land. Dr 
Washington has hitherto told of the 


, answers made to him by city negroe 


when he asked whV they -were not 
on the farms. 
The lack of 
good 


schools and the lack of protection 
from mobs were generally spoken of
